Arter Warried and Single, the Opera of Clari, popular from its 
dramatic merits, and the Clari of Miss M. Tree, (the recollection of 
whom will long give to the part a peculiar interest) was performed at 
this Theatre last night ; and in a style to which, with regret, we can- 
not at present render adequate justice. Miss Forde was the heroine, 
for the first time before a London audience : on her entrance, she was 
received with an expression of feeling, which evinced the interest which 
she has excited, and sang “‘ Home! sweet home!” very sweetly, and 
with a simplicity and paths which produced an unanimous call for a 
repetition; her first effort seemed to be attended with much diffidence 
and some alarm, probably excited by the recollection that there were 
reminiscences, on the part of the audience, which might lead them to 
jadge of her comparatively. HH her ‘* home” has not all the delicacy, 
the plaintive and tender melancholy of Miss Tree—this is only to as- 
sert, that she is in some degree inferior to one who never will be sur- 
passed in these qualities : of her acting, it may be said that it was 
judicious, and not deficient in energy and expression. 


Mr. Osbaldiston made his first appearance as Rolamo.—Under the 
present management of this theatre,it is a strong. presumption in favor 
of any performer, that he is engaged to make his appearance on its 
boards. Mr. Osbaldiston, last night, convinced a London andience 
that his provincial reputation has not been unjustly acquired; of hig 
acting we can only now say, that it is marked with feeling, strong and 
unaffected, under the guidance of judgment ; and with physical power 
fully adequate to its expression, We will notice, the manner with 
which he received the discovery that the parental curse which he was 
about to pronounce on the disobedience and infamy of a child, would 
fall on his beloved Clari. The other performers we must notice on 
another occasion ; the opera was given out for repetiton amidst general 
applause from a well attended honse.
